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Higher Assessments Do 
Not Mean Higher Tax- 
Millage Has to Drop 


Yesterday we were discussing the unfairness of try- 


ing io make an issue of the property reassessment pro- 
gram in a county election campaign when as a matter of 
fact your county officials are tied and bound by state law, 


Here is the language of the bale low, Act 153 of 


"All duties imposed by this Act on all state 


and county officials are hereby declared to be 
mandatory, and any officer who neglects, fails or 
refuses to perform any such duty shall be subjecf 
to removal from office and liable on his official 
bond for such neglect, failure or refusal." 


The state government, tiring of the business of col- 


lecting taxes which local government used to 'help out 
on, enacted the 1955 law to compel the counties to put 
their assessing house in order — and the state confirmed 
its position again in 1957 by stiffening the penalties with 
Act 304. 


Therefore, as we told you on this page yesterday, 


your county officials have to bring the level of property 
assessments up to 18 per cent of market Value (the level 
on August 1 was 16.71) by December 15 or lose 7.2 per 
cent of all state-aid money coming into Hempstead 
county — a potential loss for the city and county gov- 
ernments and the school districts (principally the schools) 
of $50,054 a year. 


Now as for the property-owners, it is only natural 


that some of them should, fear rigid enforcement of an 
honest assessing system, Arkansas used to have a 'con- 
stitutional limit of 18 mills for school taxes. Thai- ceiling 
was abolished by Amendment 40, which this newspaper 
fought all the way — but the people following bad advice 
from the political school crowd voted it into the constitu- 
tion in 1948. 


Therefore it is understandable today that propertied 


interests are slow to declare the full extent of their hold- 
ings — they simply fear the reassessment program will 
be used to jack up the total dollar tax because of today's 
generally high millage rate. 


But this newspaper has already pledged the public 


to see to it that as assessments are increased the millage 
rate is reduced. We gave proof of that pledge a year ago 
when we denounced — and the people defeated — an/ 
attempt to increase the Hope school millage from 35''ftf' 
40. It went down two to one. And as the reassesment 
program advances the millage rate will be cut — if not 
voluntarily, then by the simple process of electing school 
directors pledged to make the cut. 


A year ago this writer made the millage-cut sug- 


gestion to a reassessment meeting^at the courthouse, and 
specifically to W. H> Etter of Washington — whose school 
district was then debating whether to go along with the 
reform program, which it did 


Today my information is that the school taxing units 


.are in agreement to cut back the millage rate after 
covering present operating costs. 


What this means is, the present tax bill in dollars 


will be stabilized — and any important increase in tax 
dollars will hove to be submitted to the voters in future 
elections on the millacje rate. 


There 
is one further matter which has been 


criticized, but which hardly needs explanation. 
Some 


people have objected to their property being personally 
inspected in behalf'of the reassessment program, Proper- 
ty inspection is stipulated by law in all assessment pro- 
grams everywhere. How else can you be sure that all 
citizens arejieing treated alike?
